THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Three J apanese terro r­ 
ists ho lding the French am ­ 
bassado r and eight o ther per­ 
so ns ho stage in the French Em­ 
bassy agreed to day to accept a 
mediatio n o ffer by Egy pt’s en­ 
v o y to Ho lland, the go v ernment 
anno unced. 
The gunmen hav e threatened 
to kill the ho stages unless an 
arrested co lleague is turned 
o v er to them. Po lice were ho ld­ 
ing the man at the airpo rt. 
The 
mediatio n 
o ffer 
was 
made by Ambassado r Galal Ez- 
zat Abdel Wahab Ezzat, but it 
was no t kno wn ho w it was co m­ 
municated. 


Telepho ne links bro ke do wn 
earlier between the terro rists 
and po lice, but were resto red 
after 15 minutes. 
Officials said the terro rists 
left their pho ne o ff the ho o k, 
and were persuaded to put it 
back after autho rities instruct­ 
ed them to do so by scrawling 
instructio ns in J apanese o n 
ro lls o f paper o n the sidewalk. 
Premier J o o p den Uy l said he 
wo uld no t attend a dinner o f 
Co mmo n Market heads in Paris 
in o rder to keep tabs o n the 
embassy 
siege, 
which 
was 
being co v ered liv e by Dutch 
telev isio n. 
The terro rists, members o f 


the J apanese Red Army which 
massacred 26 peo ple at Israel’s 
Lo d 
Airpo rt 
in 
May 
19 72, 
threatened to kill Üieir ho stages 
o ne by o ne if an impriso ned 
J apanese in Paris was no t 
turned o v er to them by 3 a.m. 
to day , but the deadline passed 
witho ut apparent incident. 
Earlier, an ex change o f gun­ 
fire between po lice and o ne o f 
the gunmen inside the embassy 
sho rtly after the takeo v er left a 
po liceman and a po licewo man 
wo unded. 
Meanwhile, the man who se 
release the three guerrillas had 
demanded was flo wn fro m his 
priso n cell in Paris to Ho lland’s 


Schipho l Internatio nal Airpo rt, 
where he v io lently 
resisted 
being taken o ff the plane. 
Dutch po lice said the man, 
identified by French autho rities 
as Yutaka Furuy a, had been in 
co ntact with the terro rists by 
telepho ne but that fo r the time 
being he wo uld remain at the 
airpo rt. 
Furuy a was arrested o n J uly 
21 at Orly Field near Paris and 
fo und to be carry ing three dif­ 
ferent passpo rts and $10,000 in 
co unterfeit $100 bills. At the 
time he to ld po lice that he had 
been o rdered by the J apanese 
Red Army to kidnap J apanese 
in Euro pe to gain the release. 


GRIFFITH, Ind. (A P )-E s- 
caping liquefied petro leum gas 
fro m a massiv e undergro und 
sto rage cav ern erupted into a 
ball o f flame early to day , but 
autho rities said there didn’t ap­ 
pear to be any danger to per­ 
so ns in the immediate area. 
“ It caught fire abo ut 5 :15 
a.m .,’’ said Lurry Bartley o f 
the Indiana State Po lice po st in 
Schererv ille just so uth o f Griff­ 
ith. “ We co uld see it ex plo de in 
a big ball o f fire, but no w there 
are hardly any flames.’’ 
Bartley said ex perts fro m La- 
kehead Pipeline Co . o f Madi­ 
so n, Wis., o wners o f the large 
undergro und v ault co ntaining 3 
millio n cubic y ards o f gas, to ld 
him the ex plo sio n was pro bably 
the best way o f co ntro lling the 
gey ser o f gas. 
“ There is no danger fo r any ­ 
o ne in the im m e^ate area 
no w,’’ Bartley added. He said it 
was no t kno w if any o ne was in­ 
jured in the ex plo sio n, the 
cause o f which had no t been de­ 
termined. 
A gey ser o f the clear, misty 
liquid began spewing o v er 100 
feet into the air at 10 p.m. Fri­ 
day after a cap blew o ff a sto r­ 
age line* used to transfer the 
liquid into the cav ern. 
“ They say it’s go t 13 5 po unds 
per cubic feet o f pressure,’’ 
Bartley added. “ It blew the cap 
o ff and no w it’s spewing o ut 
like Old Faithful.’’ 


Bartley said Lakehead o ffi­ 
cials, who were called in to try 
and sto p the escaping gas, said 
it wo uld take abo ut fo ur day s 
fo r the v ault to empty itself at 
the rate it was escaping. 
“ Right no w we’re ho ping the 
wind will stay with us,’’ the 
tro o per said. “ The mo re breeze 
we’v e go t the mo re it will di­ 
lute the gas.’’ 
He ex plained that the mist 
had co llected o v er the co mmu­ 
nities o f Griffith and Scherer­ 
v ille. An estimated 1,000 o f 
Griffith’s 1,9 00 residents were 
ev acuated fro m their ho mes 
and ano ther 400 to 6 00 were 
mo v ed to safety in^hererv ille. 
Richard Galambo s, president 
o f the Griffith to wn b^rd, said 
the entire so uthern po rtio n o f 
his city had been ev acuated. 
Mo st were stay ing with rela­ 
tiv e and friends, while abo ut 
3 00 mo re were ho used at Wads­ 
wo rth Elementary Scho o l. 
Fo r sev eral ho urs after the 
gas first began to spew fro m 
the pipeline. Lake Co unty Civ il 
Defense wo rkers used m ega­ 
pho nes and kno cked o n do o rs, 
urging residents o f Griffith and 
Schererv ille 
to 
leav e 
their 
ho mes, so me o f which were 
o nly 2,000 feet fro m the v ault. 
Traffic

railro ad 
cro ssings near the sto rage site 
was halted. Po lice said sparks 
fro m passing trains co uld ignite 
the gas.

The lo o pho le co uld be inter­ 
preted to allo w o il co mpanies to 
co llect twice fo r the same o il, 
FEA general Co unsel Ro bert 
Mo ntgo mery said o n Friday , 
“ Who did what is unclear,’’ 
he said. “ ... We’re try ing to re­ 
co nstruct what happened.’’ 


Eight to 10 majo r o il co m 
panics are believ ed to hav e 
used the lo o pho le to register al­ 
leged co sts that may to tal $3 00 
millio n, he said. Tho se co sts 
may later be passed alo ng as 
higher prices to co nsumers. 
The lo o pho le came in a pro v i­ 
sio n allo wing refiners to in­ 
crease 
pro duct 
prices 
just 
eno ugh to pass alo ng increases 
in the cast o f the crude o il they 
were refining. 
Oil pro ducers were required 
during the Arab o il embargo to 
share fav o rable supplies o f 
crude o il with refiners who se 
supplies were inadequate, but 


the regulatio ns allo wed them to 
reco v er the co st o f this crude 
fro m tho se refiners. 
So large co mpanies that bo th 
pro duced and refined crude 
were allo wed to first co llect 
co st hikes fro m o ther refiners 
they so ld o il to and then fro m 
custo mers who bo ught their 
o wn refined pro ducts. 
But the J an. 15 regulatio ns o n 
that pro v isio n picked up an 
unintended phrase allo wing the 
price increases to reflect the 
co sts o f “ o f all av ailable crude 
o il prio r to making crude o il 
sales to co mply with this pro ­ 
gram .’’ 


Mo ntgo mery said this ap­ 
peared to mean the pro ducers 
co uld sell to o ther refiners as 
required and reco v er the co sts 
fro m them in the pro cess, but 
then include the co st o f that al­ 
ready -so ld o il when calculating 
the permissible price hikes o n 
their o wn pro ducts made fro m 
the balance. 
Mo ntgo mery 
said 
Phillips 
Petro leum Co rp., Mo bil Oil and 
Gulf Oil were amo ng the co m­ 
panies which apparently used 
the “ do uble dip’’ in their ac­ 
co unting. He said Phillips had 
no t raised its prices because o f 
it.

Why 
the sudden urge to compare them­ 
selves with the products of others? 
The answer lies in a new concept 
called “ positioning” which has 
drastically changed the way the ad 
game is played. 
To understand positioning, you 
must understand that one day the 
mind is ready, willing and even 
eager to absorb information. The 
next day it’s not. 
This can be demonstrated by 
asking yourself a question. Who was 
the first person to fly solo across the 
North Atlantic? 
Don’t 
think 
th at’s 
a 
trick 
question, because it’s not. As most 
people know, Charles Lindbergh was 
the first. Now ask yourself who was 
the second person to fly solo across 
the North Atlantic. 
Not so easy to answer, is it? 
What was the name of the first 
girl (or boy) you ever kissed? What 
was the name of the second? 
As you can see, the first person in 
a given area that makes an im­ 
pression in your mind tends to stay 
there. Sometimes forever. And the 
second is out of luck. 
So it is in advertising. The first 
product, the first company to occupy 
the position in the prospect’s mind is 
going to be awfully hard to dislodge:

The federal government, with the 
best of intentions, h^s provided 
almost $200 million for improving 
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pect, General Motors has succeeded 
in communicating almost nothing 
about Cadillac — except its positon 
as the top-of-the-line, domestic lux­ 
ury automobile. And once a brand 
like Cadillac is firmly entrenched in 
the mind, the competition must 
relate to its position if it hopes to 
make progress. 
Which is why Lincoln Continental 
ads use comparison tests that say, 
“ The Continentals beat the other 
make of luxury car again.” 
And Honeywell calls itself the 
“ other computer company.” 
These companies are success­ 
fully positioning themselves against 
the leaders. The “ anti-Lindbergh” 
position, if you will. 
The classic example of the “ anti” 
position is Avis. For 13 straight 
years, the company lost money. 
Then they ran an ad which said, 
“ Avis is only number two in rent-a- 
cars, so why go with us? We try 
harder.” 
Avis has made money every year 
since. But many people misread the 
Avis story. They assum e the com­ 
pany was successful because it tried 
harder. 
Not at all. Avis was successful 
because it related itself to the 
position of Hertz. (If trying harder 
were the secret of success, Harold 
Stassen would have been president 
many times over.) 
Most 
su ccessfu l 
positioning 
program s work again st w hat’s 
already in the mind. But what if 
what’s already in the mind 
is 
negative? For example, most people 
think that Listerine tastes bad. 
So Listerine translates bad taste 
into a benefit by establishing, what 
else, the bad taste position. “ The 
taste you hate, twice a day.” 
The success of this approach has 
forced Scope to characterize the 
competition as “ medicine breath.” 
And the battle rages on. 
The Scope strategy might also be 
called “ repositioning the com ­ 
petition.” Another example is Royal 
Doulton china. The ads say, “ Royal 
Doulton. The china of Stoke-on- 
Trent, England, versus Lenox, the 
china of Pomona, New Jersey .” 
Note how they are repositioning 
Lenox china, a product that some 
buyers may have thought was im ­ 
ported. 
So as you read your paper, just 
remember that you are an eye­ 
witness to innumerable positioning 
battles. And what you decide to buy 
or not to buy will decide who will win 
and who will lose.

There are indications, in fact, 
(hat half the federal regional offices 
do not have staffs capable of review­ 
ing or evaluating these highly tech­ 
nical matters.

have been frank to admit they don’t 
know what is really wrong — what 
basically are the underlying causes 
of the problems the court system 
faces, or why delays exist. 


Except in gen eralities, little 
effort has been made to define what

federal funds for court improvement 
have not been geared to concrete 
definable 
problem s. 
Federal 
regional officers haven’t bothered to 
encourage grant m anagers to set 
m easu rable goals supported by 
specific data. Half the projects 
studied in a recent survey had no in­ 
ventory data on local court facilities, 
no data on their usage and only 
incom plete inform ation on the 
number of judges, district attorneys, 
public defenders and their case­ 
loads. Though they knew little about 
what they were doing, they spent the 
government money full tilt all the 
same. 
There has been pitifully little 
effort to direct the government’s 
funds toward the hot spots. Court 
delays, as noted above, are now 
recognized as due primarily to in­ 
efficient administration.

If Greece or Turkey possessed 
nuclear arm s, the Cyprus crisis 
could have shaken the world much 
more than it did. A few years from 
now, nuclear arm s may be in the 
hands of about 25 countries, some of 
them sm aller or poorer than Greece 
or Turkey, some of them ruled by 
impetuous demogogues, some by 
weak governments that could not 
stop military or other bellicose 
factions gaining control of these 
arm s. 
The test that India staged in May 
showed how easily an explosive de­ 
vice can be made from the plutoni­ 
um that is a by-product of “ peaceful” 
nuclear 
reactors. 
Less 
than 
20 
pounds of plutonium will make a 
bomb capable of destroying a city. 
Within 10 years, the world’s annual 
output of plutonium will probably 
exceed 200,000 pounds. Some of this 
will be shuttled around in vehicles 
that could becom e targ ets for 
hijackers. Some of it may be up for 
sale on a new kind of black market. 
There is still time to prevent the 
1980s from becoming that sort of 
nightmare. But only a year or so. 
Recent months have seen more 
ominous developments than India’s 
bang. One is the rush to atomic 
energy that has inevitably followed 
the multiplying of oil prices. Another 
is the demonstration of suppliers’ 
eagerness to meet the new demands 
for nuclear fuel and equipment with 
scant regard for the obligations 
imposed by the nuclear nonpro­ 
liferation treaty (NPT) that came 
into effect in 197 0. The treaty forbids 
any provision of nuclear m aterials 
to countries that have not placed all 
their nuclear activities under the 
safeguards required by the treaty. 
But agreements for the provision 
of 
m aterials, 
equipm ent 
and 
facilities are being implemented or 
discussed with such recipients as 
Iran, where NPT safeguards are not 
yet in force; Egypt, Israel, Japan, 
South Africa and Venezuela, which

The Communists, far from being

seeping back into provinces the 
governm ent thought reason ably 
secure a year ago. 
General Nghi, the commander of 
the government’s forces in the 16 
provinces that make up the delta 
region, adm its that he has been 
obliged to change his tactics. At the 
end of 197 2 he embarked on a huge 
program 
of 
building 
outposts 
throughout the fertile and populated 
parts of the delta. 


The Communist response this 
year has been to bring selected 
outposts under heavier artillery fire 
than ever before, using m ortars 
rockets and 
Russian wireguided 
missiles of the kind used by the 
Arabs in the Middle E ast war last 
October. 
In som e attack s the 
Communists are firing up to 200 
rounds, several times more than 
they used in an average attack in 
197 3. 
The government, for its part, is 
finding it increasingly hard to help 
beleaguered outposts. General Nghi 
is rationed to 45,000 rounds a month 
for his 105mm guns. He was getting 
five times that amount before the 
“ ceasefire” of January, 197 3. 
The same reduction in American 
military aid has also deprived him of 
the use of helicopters to fly in fresh 
troops to help the attacked outposts. 
The rescuers now often have to 
move by boat or truck or on foot, 
which

ambush as well as being far slower. 
It is not surprising that nearly 200 
outposts — some manned by only a 
handful of men, to be sure — have

refused to have anything to do with 
the treaty, is also — so far — the only 
one that has shown no interest in 
selling nuclear m aterials or equip­ 
ment to anybody. Its nose is clean. 
Next May a full-scale conference 
is to be held to see how the treaty has 
been doing; but the air is probably 
going to be filled with warnings that 
the treaty itself will soon crumble if 
its terms are not fully respected, and 
if prompt efforts are not made to 
buttress its weakest points. 
There will certainly 
be loud 
demands that the two superpowers 
should make more efforts to fulfill 
the requirement for “ cessation of 
the nuclear arm s race at an early 
date” . The derisory arm s control 
agreem ents that emerged from Mr. 
Nixon’s talks in Moscow in July 
merely increased the non-nuclear 
states’ skepticism about the super­ 
powers’ readiness to curb their own 
private competition.

Although the Communists’ forces 
are still sm aller than they were just 
before the great Tet offensive of 1968 
— something over 50,000 men now 
compared with more than 7 0,000 
then — they are slowly growing.

ny ’s Dialo g public relatio ns di­ 
v isio n has been passing o ut 
misleading info rmatio n abo ut 
the serv ices perfo rmed by the 
fiv e-o ffice chain o f Califo rnia 
acupuncture clinics, which 
claim to hav e treated mo re 
than 5 0,000 patients in less than 
two y ears. 
When co nfro nted with these 
charges, a Tho mpso n Co mpany 
senio r v ice president said his 
firm was rev iewing its relatio n­ 
ship with the West Co ast Medi­ 
cal Gro up. 


Po sing as a patient recently 
at the West Co ast Medical 
Gro up’s San Francisco o ffice, I 
to ld staff phy sician Dr. O. Jerry 
May nard o f sy mpto ms ranging 
fro m, recent, sev er co nstipa­ 
tio n to blo o dy sto o ls and sev ere 
abdo mial pains. These are se­ 
rio us medical sy mpto ms indi­ 
cating the po ssibility o f sev ere 
diseases, especially cancer o f 
the intestinal tract. (I did no t 
hav e the sy mpto ms, but had 
been co ached earlier o n ho w to 
describe them by two phy si­ 
cians.) 
Yet instead o f ex amining me 
tho ro ughly , o r insisting that I 
go elsewhere fo r a co mplete 
medical checkup, Dr. May nard 
simply stuck abo ut 25 needles in 
me and to ld me to co me back in 
a few day s fo r my seco nd treat­ 
ment.

After my “ co mprehensiv e” 
ex aminatio n he to ld me to go 
into an ex amining ro o m, where 
I stripped to the waist and an 
Oriental wo man came in and 
to o k my blo o d pressure.

NEW YORK (AP) - The ad­ 
visories that banks, investment 
advisers and economic consult­ 
ants circulate to customers and 
others are acquiring a tone that 
can be interpreted in at least 
two ways.

ies are wholesaled to many bro­ 
kers and institution who then 
pass them on to their retail 
customers, has just released a 
report entitled, “The 70s Are 
Not The 30s.” 
“It is our opinion,” says 
Argus, “that the likely course 
of events in the world economy 
in the second half of the 1970s 
will no way resemble what oc­ 
curred in the first half of the 
1930s.” 
The 
current 
problem, 
it 
states, is one of inflation pro­ 
duced 
by 
excessively 
ex­ 
pansionary 
government 
pol­ 
icies. “The problems that be­ 
gan in 1929, by contrast, were 
problems of deflation brought 


only by extremely restrictive 
monetary and fiscal policies.” 
In its monthly economic let­ 
ter, the First National City 
Bank states confidently that 
history never really repeats it­ 
self. It argues: 
“Economic conditions in the 
1930s differed significantly from 
those of the 1970s, a fact over­ 
looked in current predictions of 
another “Great Depression.” 
The fact is that a replay of that

sible.” 
It agrees in general with 
Argas’ thesis.

Uncertainties in 
winter fuel picture 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov­ 
ernment and industry experts 
say the nation should have 
enough petroleum fuels this 
winter, but the outlook is uncer­ 
tain for coal and downright 
gloomy for natural gas. 
George Hall, fuels manager 
in the Federal Energy Adminis­ 
tration’s petroleum allocation 
program, 
said, 
“All 
things 
being equal — assuming it’s a 
normal winter and there are no 
problems with the Arabs — the 
petroleum outlook is good.” 
The FEA reported in late Au­ 
gust that stocks of distillate 
fuel oil, which includes home 
heating oil and diesel fuel, were 
some 10.5 per cent higher than 
a year earlier and 12 per cent 
higher than two years earlier. 
Stocks of gasoline were more 
than 12 per cent above those of 


1973 and 11.6 per cent higher 
than in 1972. 
The weakest category in pet­ 
roleum appeared to be residual 
fuel oil; stocks were about 4.5 
per cent behind their level of 
1972, but were 14 per cent bet­ 
ter than a year ago. 
Tight supplies of residual oil 
could affect electric utilities, 
prime users of that fuel. 
Hall said uncertainties are 
posed by the possibility of a 
coal miners strike this Novem­ 
ber, when the current United 
Mine Workers contract expires. 
Natural gas supplies are al­ 
ready expected to run short. 
The Federal Power Commis­ 
sion predicts that natural gas 
companies will be forced by 
shortages to cut off supplies 
temporarily to some industries, 
as they did last winter. 


But this year’s curtailments 
are expected to be nearly twice 
as great as last year’s, the 
FPC said 
Homes and other essential 
consumers are given top prior­ 
ity for natural gas, and home 
heating and cooking gas are not 
in danger of being cut off, the 
commission said.

More­ 
over, “for a generation and 
more we have suppressed the 
efficient and protected the in­ 
efficient in the name of anti­ 
trust.” 
Prospects for the rest of the 
decade aren’t attractive, Hen­ 
derson believes, because “we 
have eaten our seed corn.” The 
nation must sharply reduce 
consumption of goods and serv­ 
ices and increase the produc­ 
tion of the same.

I had a luncheon date today 
and nearly fell in love. I’m sure 
Jules wouldn’t mind if he knew 
the man. He is Dr. George 
Hatem, 63, born in Buffalo, 
N.Y., of 
Lebanese 
parents, 
r a is ^ in Chapel Hill, North 
Carolina, and he is the most 
beloved 
A m erican in The 
People’s Republic of China. 
Our date, in the regal dining 
room of the Peking Hotel, was 
arranged by two people who 
didn’t even know each other. 
Mrs. Eklgar P. Snow, a mutual 
friend who lives in Switzerland, 
wrote to Dr. Hatem, and Dr. 
Grey Dimond of Kansas City 
telepnoned Peking in my behalf 
when he learned I was goiniz to 
China. 
1 wanted especially to meet 
Dr. Hatem because I had been 
asked to write a piece for the 
Reader’s Digest, “Sex Among 
China’s Teen-agers. Do They 
Or Don’t They?” I felt Dr. 
Hatem would be an excellent 
source since he is the man who 
performed the m iracle of get­ 
ting rid of prostitution and 
eradicating VD in the People’s 
Republic. 
Dr. 
Hatem 
(affectionately 
called Ma Hai Teh — which 
means “Virtuous One From 
Overseas” ) went to Beirut in 
19 29 to finish his m edical 
education, then on to Geneva, 
Switzerland for his degree. He 
selected dermatology as his 
specialty and de c id^ to spend 
a yea r in China studying 
tropical medicine. 
In 1933, “Dr. Ma” went to 
Shanghai. He was appalled by 
the poverty and wretchedness 
of the masses and was ready to 
return to America and set up 
practice. Then he met the late 
Agnes Sm edley 
(the only 
American woman buried in 
Peking’s National Revolution­ 
ary M artyrs Memorial Park). 
She and her friends persuaded 
him 
that 
M ao’s 
fighters 
desperately needed m edical 
help, so he cast his lot with 
them ag ainst the invading 
Japanese and decided to stay 
Working behind the lines as a 
physician-civilian. Dr Ma car­ 
ried with him half of a five- 
pound note, to be matched with 
the other half, in order to get 
behind the Kuomintang lines 
He made the Long March to 
the Great Wall in 1935 ( 300,000 
people started and only 30,000 
m ade it to Yenan one year 
later). 
Dr. Ma fell in love with a 


beautiful Chinese actress in 
1936 and m arried her. They now 
have a son, a daughter and four 
grandchildren. 
The good doctor recounted 
how “we” (he is so modest he 
shuns the personal pronoun 
“ I ” ) 
rounded 
up 
the 
prostitutes, discovered 90 per 
cent had VD, cured them with 
penicillin and reh ab ilitated 
them 
by 
changing 
their 
thinking. They were told, “You 
are not to blame for your plight 
— you have been exploited and 
sold into prostitution. In the 
New Order you can be respec­ 
table and hold good jobs. We 
will help you.” 
M any prostitute s becam e 
nurses, teachers, office and 
factory workers. “And then,” 
Dr. Ma continued, “we trained 
cadre corps to recognize VD 
symptoms and we undertook a 
massive survey by drawing up 
questionnaires 
and 
doing 
house-to-house canvassing in 
search of cases. We held public 
meetings and educated 
the 
people so they wouldn’t be 
ashamed of their illness. We 
pleaded with them to step for­ 
ward and be treated. The battle 
cry was 
The cure is sure! 
Treatm ent is free! We cannot 
take syphilis and gonorrhea 
into the New O rder.’ ” 
Dr. Ma’s confidence in this 
m ind-boggling victory was 
complete and convincing. He 
said, “I would invite a group of 
venerealogists from any coun­ 
try to go through our cities and 
test one million people. I’m 
sure they wouldn’t find more 
than a handful of cases.” 
This beloved man still has his 
American passport but 
he 
hasn’t been “home” since 1929. 
The American Medical Associ­ 
ation issued him a formal invi­ 
tation. If he accepts, this 
column is an open invitation to 
come to Ghicago and the lunch 
is on me.

year. Now’s the time to check 
your spice shelf to make sure 
you have those pickling spices 
that give homemade creations 
their special flavors. 
Mixed pickling spice is the 
old standby during canning and 
preserving season. Nothing else 
has quite the rich aroma or 
flavoring power. Here in one 
container are whole allspice 
berries, m ustard seeds, chili 
peppers, coriander and cloves. 
P eppercorns 
and 
cracked 
cinnamon sticks also lend their 
goodness, as do ginger and bay 
leaves. 
D epending on the 
m anufacturer, there may 
be 
cardam on and mace, dill and 
caraway and others. Turmeric 
is one of the pickle packer’s 
favorite 
spices, 
being 
especially 
im portant 
in 
m ustard pickles. 
Or you can use single spices 
such as home economists of the 
American Spice Trade Associ­ 
ation have done in the follow­ 
ing recipe for spiced vegeta­ 
ble pickles. 
Spiced Vegetable Pickles 
6 cups cider vinegar 
2 cups sugar 
*4 cup onion flakes 
*4 cup m ustard seed 
2 tablespoons celery seed 
I tablespoon salt 
1 tablespoon turmeric 
1 whole red chili pepper 
2 pounds green beans cut into 
1-inch lengths (about 7 cups) 
1 pound carrots, cut into thin 
slices (about 4 cups) 
1 small cauliflower, cut into 
slices (about 3 cups) 
4 ears corn, with kernels cut 
off cobs (about 34 cups) 
In a Dutch oven or a large 
heavy saucepan heat vinegar, 
sugar, onion flakes, m ustard 
and celery seeds, salt, turm eric 
and red pepper to boiling point. 
Add vegetables; return to 
boiling point; 
reduce 
heat; 
cover and sim m er for 10 
minutes. Pack, hot, into hot, 
sterilized jars, leaving 4-inch 
head space, 
m aking sure 
vegetables are covered with 
pickling liquid. Seal with caps 
and screw lids. Im m erse jars 
into a steam pressure canner or 
deep kettle with enough boiling 
water to come l-inch above 
jars. Cover and sim mer for 15 
m inutes. Rem ove ja rs and 
complete the seal if necessary. 
YIELD: About 34 quarts.

State health worker 
quits after lab probe 


CHICAGO (AP) — State offi­ 
cials say an emp loy e of the Il­ 
linois Pu blic Health Dep art­ 
ment has resigned following an 
inv estigation into the u se of 
state laboratory facilities by a 
p riv ate clinical firm. 
Dr. Frank F. Fiorese, chief 
of the tox icology laboratory , re­ 
signed following a p robe by 
state 
inv estigators 
which 
showed Mason-Barron Labora­ 
tories, Inc., of Chicago has re­ 
ceiv ed free u se of the labora­ 
tory since Febru ary 1969. 
The inv estigation, annou nced 
Frid ay by Donald Page Moore, 
head of the Office of Sp ecial In­ 
v estigations, also showed that 
Fiorese was p aid some $9,600 in 
“consu ltant’s fees” by the firm 
d u ring the 5 ‘^-y ear p eriod . 
Three other emp loy es of the 
d ep artment, who each receiv ed 
$1,200 in consu lting fees ov er a 
two-y ear p eriod , 
were su s­ 
p end ed from their jobs for two 
weeks. 
Dr. Joy ce C. Lashof, d irector 
of the Health Dep artment, said 
Fiorese v olu nteered to reim ­ 
bu rse the state for the consu lt­ 
ant’s fees he receiv ed and said 
she wou ld seek a similar p rom­ 
ise from the three su sp end ed 
emp loy es. 
The 
tox icology 
laboratory 
p erforms analy ses for coroners, 
law enforcement agencies and 
other p u blic u nits. It p erforms 
these serv ices for p riv ate labo­ 
ratories only in ex cep tional and 
emergency cases, Dr. Lashof 
said . The work d one for Mason- 
Barron was not of an ex ­ 
cep tional or emergency natu re, 
the inv estigation showed .

Squirrel hunting season is un­ 
der way in Illinois and hunters 
everywhere are faced with the 
question: after I shoot it what 
do I do with it? 
T he answer is: eat it. 
Squirrel may not be standard 
fare at the local quickie ham­ 
burger restaurant or drive-in 
chicken 
parlor 
but 
veteran 
sportsmen say it has a taste 
guaranteed to tickle the palate 
of any outdoor gourmet. 
And with a little vinegar, on­ 
ions, spices, celery and carrots 
you can whip up a bowi of 
squirrel stew that would make 
old M ulligan turn green with 
envy. 
T he recipe is one of many for 


game meat, fowl and fish con­ 
tained in a new booklet pub­ 
lished by the South Dakota De­ 
partment of Game, Fish and 
Parks, 
titled, 
“ Cooking 
the 
Sportsman’s H arvest” 
T he attractive 144-page book­ 
let is available to hunters who 
send $1 to the department, lo­ 
cated in Pierre, South Dakota. 
“ We just felt that people 
would like these various recipes 
to cook wild game birds and 
anim als,’’ said Bruce Coonrod, 
the departm ent’s editor of pub­ 
lications. 
“ We feel that part of the rec­ 
reational aspect of hunting or 
fishing is in the preparation of 
the game afterwards and that 
it would be a service to hunters 
and fisherm en,’’ he said. 


Coonrod said the booklet con­ 
tains recipes contributed by 
hunters themselves over sev­ 
eral years. More than 4,000 of 
the first 25,000 printed have a l­ 
ready been sold, said Coonrod. 
T he department didn’t actual­

Wi l l get worse 
before i t gets 
any better 


CHICAGO (AP) ‘-R ep . W.R. 
Poage, D-Tex as, summed up 
what was on the minds of many 
attending today ’s ' farm and 
food conference called by the 
White House to seek answers 
on inflation: It’s going to get 
rougher before it gets better. 
“ The farmer and the laborer, 
as well as the manufacturer, 
must be willing to accept some 
rough going if we are going to 
stop inflation and if we don’t 
stop it, we will surely all go 
down together,’’ Poage said. 
About 6 0 delegates heard 
Poage call Thursday night for 
harder work and more produc­ 
tiv ity as the chief weapons 
against inflation. 
The conference ends today 
after summary reports are sub­ 
mitted on causes and proposed 
cures for the nation’s fev ered 
economy . 
Those 
will 
be 
cranked into a geneial White 
House summit meeting on in­ 
flation Sept. 27-28 in Washing­ 
ton. 
Poage, 
chairman 
of 
the 
House Agriculture Committee 
said Americans are suffering 
from a philosophy he believ ed 
was originated by labor unions 
calling for equal pay regardless 
of productiv ity . 
“ Instead of try ing to do an 
honest day ’s work for an honest 
day ’s pay we hav e too long 
tried to get a full day ’s pay for 
part of a day ’s work,” Poage 
said. “ If American labor is go­ 
ing to continue this policy we 
are going to continue to hav e 
inflation 
regardless 
of 
any 
credit regulations that the gov ­ 
ernment may impose.” 
Other speakers, including Ag­ 
riculture Secretary Eiarl 
L. 
Butz, said the federal gov ern­ 
ment itself will hav e to tighten 
its belt before farmers and con­ 
sumers see improv ements. The 
Thursday night session came 
hours after the Labor Depart­ 
ment announced the wholesale 
price index soared 3.9 per cent 
in August, including a big gain 
for farm and food products. 
‘That’s a big rise.” Butz 
said. 
“ We‘re all concerned 
about that ” But he said earlier 
this y ear farm product prices 
had declined for four succes­ 
siv e months and now are below 
what they av eraged a y ear ago 
“ This illustrates, I think, that 
if there is any group interested 
in stopping inflation it is Amer­ 
ican agriculture,” Butz said. 
But many at the conference 


appeared 
skeptical 
whether 
their adv ice would be heeded 
by the Ford administration and 
Congress. 
Don F 
Magdanz, Omaha, 
Neb., representing the National 
Liv estock Feeders association, 
described the conference to a 
reporter as “ a noble gesture” 
which he hoped will bring re­ 
sults. 
“ It’s going to bring out into 
the open a lot of things that 
need to be said,” Magdanz 
said. “ What needs to be done, 
howev er, is not palatable to 
them, therefore they won’t do 
it.” 
Magdanz said top priority 
should be giv en to balancing 
the federal budget, but added 
he did not believ e it would 
done. 
A member of the President’s 
Council of Economic Adv isers, 
Gary L. Seev ers, told the con­ 
ference the U.S. economy is “ a 
little bit like the state of the 
corn crop” which was hit by 
drought this summer. Seev ers 
said a recent conference be­ 
tween leading economists and 
Ford indicated “ a considerable 
reluctance to point at food 
prices and other single factors 
as prime inflation culprits.

In Sunday School classes of 
J unior and Senior High stu­ 


dents, y ou can employ e this 
v ery case, plus dozens of others 
within the daily ex perience of 
such y outh. 
Dr. William J ames, our 
pioneer American psy chologist, 
thus urged pragmatic (prac­ 
tical) education. 
It isn’t enough just 
to 
memorize the Ten Command­ 
ments as abstract rules of 
human conduct. 
But they must be linked with 
real situations that occur in our 
ev ery day activ ities. 
“ Forewarned is forearmed,” 
is a superb max im that should 
be employ ed in preparing 
children for happy adulthood. 
That means we must help 
them dissect their usual human 
problems and then offer them 
specific solutions, not v ague 
moral generalities. 
Break down dating problems 
into their component aspects, 
too, as: 
(1) WTiy do many boy s urge 
their girl companions to drink 
beer or ev en stronger alcoholic 
bev erages? 
(2) Why does a boy try to 
almost smother his sweetheart 
with a prolonged kiss? 
(3) What specific div ersion­ 
ary strategy can a girl employ 
to reduce a bov ’s zoominc 
erotic passion? 
(4) How can y ou tell the 


difference between infatuation 
v s. true lov e? 
(5) How old should a y oung 
couple be to sure their mar­ 
riage is based on true lov e v s. 
mere phy sical magnetism? 
(6 ) Why do girls consent to 
liv ing with men without a wed­ 
ding ceremony ? 
(7) Why do men then desert 
such concubines in fav or of 
other girls who keep them at 
arms length till the wedding 
day ? 
These are the nitty gritty 
problems that SHOULD be dis­ 
cussed 
in 
Sunday 
School 
during study of the Ten Com­ 
mandments ! 
In J ill’s case, was the teacher 
just testing those who graded 
the history ex ams?
